GREVILLE’S OPINION. 


References to Thomas Creevey in the 
published writings of his contemporaries 
ave scarce, though ( harles Greville writes 
mm his ‘Journal’ in 1829:—‘‘ Old 
Creevey is rather an extraordinary 
character. I know nothing of the early 
part of -his history, but I believe he was 
an attorney. or barrister; he married a 
widow, who died a few years ago ; she had 
something, he nothing; he got into Parlia- 
ment, belonged to the Whigs, displayed a 
good deal of shrewdness and humour, and 
was for some time very troublesome to the 

ory Government by continually attack- 
ing abuses. After some time he lost his 
seat. and went to live at Brussels, were 
he became ‘otimate with the Duke of 
‘Wellington. . Then his wife died, upon 
which event he was thrown upon the 
world with about £200 a year or less; no 
home, few connections, a great many 
acquaintances, a good constitution, . and 
extraordinary = spirits. He possesses 
no property of 
any sort; he leads a vagrant life, visiting 
a number of people who are delighted to 
have him, and sometimes roving abo&t to 
various places, as fancy happens to 
direct, and staying till he has spent what 
money he has in his pocket. . I think 
he is the only man I know in society who 
possesses nothing. ”' 

Mr. Creevey always maintained a warm 
interest in Irish affairs. He paid a visit 
to his friends, Lord and Lady Duncannon, 
wud was very favourably impressed with 
the management of the Bessborough 
estate. Dating his letter, “ Bessborough 
(Paradise !), Monday, Sept. 15, 1828, 
a.m.,” he comments: Well! what a 
charming day I had yesterday, during 
which I said to myself repeatedly, 
can I really be im this savage, wretched 
Ireland, as I have always been ta 
believe it was, and that it -could 
otherwise ?” :

Instances of the superstitious import- 
ance attached to sneezing go back to the 
earliest times, hundreds of years before 
the Chfistian era; and the act of 
sneezing was considered under certain 
circumstances to be an auspicious omen. 
Yet in Ireland sneezing was held to be,a 
proof that an evil spirit was attempting 
to gain access to the body; so an invoca- 
tion—Dia linn (God with ,us)—was con- 
sidered necessary to drivé it away; on 
the other hand, a child that never sneezes 
is regarded as under a spell. Many 
French people say when anyone sneezes 
é“ Diew vous bénisse ' (May. God bless 
} you); and I am told the remainder of the 
sentence is, ‘‘ and preserve you from the 
fate of Tyche Brahe,” who appears to 
have avoided fever and all other ills by 
a violent sneeze, which caused his death. 

Our forefathers drew omens even from | 
the time of smeezing. To sneeze on a 
Monday was dangerous; on a Tuesday, 
kissing a stranger; and on F riday, sorrow 
in store. Pliny says that sneezing in the 
morning was unlucky ; at noon lucky. In 
some districts there is what may be styled 
a sneeze tariff. One sneeze indicates a 
wish; two, a kiss; three, a letter; and 
four, a disappointment. I have heard it 
remarked that to sneeze after meals, 
especially dinner, was a sign of health, 
and that the sneezer, if he did it habitu- 
ally, might expect to reach a good old 


age.

It was a troublesome tax 
to collect, and, as the Scottish excise «luty 
on salt was Icewer than the English rate, 
the additional English duty had to be 
paid on all importations of Scotch. salt. 
The importation of Scotch salt was 
prohibited from Ireland. However, quite 
recently I was shown the ruins of salt 
mills at Slade, an old world village near

DROPPED. 


EXPLOSION INJURES SIX 
From Revurer’s ConnrsPoNpEyT, 
POONA, Sunday. 

A serious explosion occurred this morn- 
ing at Kirkee. Six Indians were injured, 
two of them seriously. 

A number of Indians were walking 
towards the station, past the Artillery 
Veterinary Hospital, when suddenly an 
explosion occurred in their midst. Al 
of them received leg injuries. 

It appears that a large detonator, which 
had been stolen from the Kirkee ammuni- 
tion factory or the arsenal, was being 
carried by one of the men, who accident- 
ally dropped it, causing the explosion. It 
is understood that some of them are 
employés in the ammunition factory. 

It is noteworthy that the guards at the 
factory and the arsenal have been 
strongly reinforced during the past few 
days. 

All the injured men were taken to the 
Sassoon Hospital, where they are being 
detained. Serious revelations are ex- 
pected. 

LAHORE CONSPIRACY CASE.

On Thursday Nahas Pasha despatched 
from Croydon an aeroplane, piloted by 
Captain A. 8. Wilcockson, to meet the 
courier at Catania, the airport near Syra- 
cuse. The machine was expected to return 
to Croydon at noon yesterday. Until Tast 
night, however, the delegation officials and 
Croydon Aerodrome were alike in ignor- 
ance as to the position of the aeroplane. 
Normal flying time from Catania to 
Croydon is about eighteen hours. 

The Secretary-General of the delegation 
stated that the latest message Was one 
notifying the courier’s arrival at Syracuse. 
Croydon had heard nothing from Captain 
Wilcockson since he reached Catania. 

A telegram was received from Marseilles 
last night stating that the aeroplane had 
left that port at 4.50, and was expected 
to land in Paris last night and to resume 
the flight to-day. To-day is the date 
fixed for the resumption of the negotia- 
tions with Mr. Henderson. 

The courier is expected to reach London 
in time for Nahas Pasha afd his col- 
leagues to be at the Foreign Office at 10.30 
this morning as arranged. 


NORTHERN TEACHERS. 
-MINISTRY’S “ UNSATIS- 
FACTORY LETTER.” 


At the monthly meeting of the Belfast 
branch of the Irish National Teachers’ 
organisation in Belfast on Saturday, the 
correspondence included a letter from the 
Ministry of Education dealing with the de- 
mands of the branch, that all teachers dis- 
placed cr ctherwise adversely affected owing 
to the closing of. their schools or compulsory 
removal of pupils to new school buildings, be 
indemnitied against ‘nancial less. The com- 
munication from the Ministry, whilst ad- 
mitting that teachers have already had their 
incomes seriously reduced owing to these 
administrative changes, gave no guarantee 
of more equitable treatment. 

In view of the number of teachers already 
affected, and the number of principals who 
will be displaced in the immediate future 
by the opening of the new schools in Upper 
Riga street, Limestone road and North road, 
the meeting considered the Ministry's letter 
decidedly unsatisfactory, and referred the 
matter to the Schools’ sub-committee for 
further. action. 

The inequitable treatment of. the primary 
teachers of Northern Ireland in the matter 
of pensions was next considered. It was 
pointed out that the differential treatment 
etween Northern teachers and in England, 
in the matter of the lump sum on retirement, 
was emphasised in the reciprocal arrange- 
ment recently entered into by the two Go- 
vernments, by which service, either in 
England or in Northern Ireland, will count 
for pension, whereas only service in England 
will count for lump. sum. Teachers in 
Northern Ireland are thus placed at’ a dis- 
advantage in the matter of superannuation, 
as compared with their confreres in England. 
It was decided to urge the Northern Com- 
mittee to press forward the demand of the 
conference of 1930 for equality of treatment 
with England and Scotland.in the matter 
of teachers’ pensions.

mittee of Investigation in:o the administra- 


tion of the Legion, consisting of Viscount 
Bridgeman (Chairman), Sir Stephen 


-Demetriadi {nominated by the President 


of the London Chamber of Commerce), and 
Mr. H. G. Howitt (nominated by the 
President of the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants). 

The Committee was set up by Earl 
Jellicoe (President of the Legion) ‘‘in 
consequence of criticism from various 
quarters of the administration. and work 
of the Legion,’’- and began its investiga- 
tion on February 4th. 


INEVITABLE ERRORS. 

“That there have been errors of judg- 
ment is inevitable, that shortcomings may 
here and there be detected is not more 
than anyone acquainted with great 
organisations would  anticipate,’’ it is 
added in the conclusion; *‘ but, regarded 
as a whole, the history of the Legion con- 
stitutes a record of successful achievement, 
and tends to confirm our confidence in this 
remarkable channel of public sympathy 
and appreciation.” 

Dealing first with ‘‘a recent discovery 
of dishonesty on the part of a paid official 
of the Legion, which has given rise to the 
expression of certain unworthy suspicions 
of the staff,’ the report states: “ We 
believe these suspicions to be devoid of any 
justification, and that the case referred 
to was an isolated one amongst the officials 


of the headquarters and areas staffs, such 


as might unfortunately have occurred in 
any largé organisation ‘of a similar 
character. Wherever cases of this nature 
have been discovered in the local branches 
the Legion have lost no time in prosecuting 
the offender. We are convinced that the 
headquarters staff have given, and are 
giving, the most loyal and disinterested 
service to the cause of ex-Service men. 


EXPENSES HEAVY. 

‘The Committee hold that the expenses, 
considered in the light of the amount of 
voluntary assistance given, are heavy, and 
could be reduced by closer control and 
collaboration. The largest single category 
of .expenses is salaries, but the inquiry 
‘does not confirm the suggestion that in- 
dividually they are excessive.’ 

‘The cost incurred by the Appeals De- 
partment in raising money is shown to be 
20.54 per cent., or, to give figures, to 
raise £536,904 cost £110,366.” 


THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Among the many recommendations cf 
the Committee are: Suitable approaches 
for the virtual amalgamation of the 
United Services Fund and the Legion, and 
suitable approaches for the eventual amal- 
gamation of all societies concerned with 
the well-being of ex-Service officers and 
men. 

Departments should work in closest 
collaboration and under closer control, 
and the Appeals Department return now 
to headquarters building. 

Area offices and branches should be 
visited by officials from headquarters more 
frequently and regularly, 

County committees should be extended 
in suitable areas, so as to encourage 
esprit de corns and foster healthy rivalry. 

The Officers’ Employment - Bureau 
should be combined with the Men’s Em- 
ployment Bureau of the Legion. 

A consolidated statement of accounts in 
a simple form should be included in future 
in the Legion’s annual reports. The 
Legion's ‘‘ Journal ’’ should be improved 
and placed in the hands of a part-time 
professional sub-editor. 


POPPY DAY. 

On Poppy Day organisation the Com- 
mittee recommend that. a more efficient 
supervision should be exercised, with a 
view to closer examination of results of 
sales, immediate return of unsold poppies, 
and more effective contro] over collecting 
boxes issued. | 

As to the allocation of funds the Com- 
mittee recommend that a larger proportion 
should be devoted to constructive schemes 
and to the finding of employment.

The Times of. to-day observes in an 
editorial article :—Canadian Press com- 
ment on the Federal Budget and the 
drastic revision of the Customs tariff is 
naturally tinged with the party colour of 
the newspapers in which it appears, and, 
as is equally natural, is clearly written 
with an eye on the approaching general 
election. But, on the whole, it is ex- 
All accounts concur 
that the fundamental feature of the re- 
vision is a widespread and generous im- 
provement in the British preference rates. 
On imports, which last year reached a 
value of. some £40,000,000, British trade 
receives important concessions, and in 589 
tariff items, out of 1,188, it will enjoy a 
free entry into the Canadian market. 
Ofily in eleven items has the duty on 
British goods been increased, while it has 
been lowered in no fewer than 270. 

These advantages are offered to British 
industry without any bargaining for cor- 
responding concessions, and the spirit 
which has prompted them will be ap- 
preciated as much as their actual! 
economic effect in helping British trade 
at a time when help is badly needed. 
Although the motives which dictated the 
recent increases in the Australian tariff 
were not misunderstood in this country, 
those increases have hit British trade 
very badly, and there can be no doubt 
of the effect of the new United States 
tariff, so that the concessions so freely 
grante] in the Canadian tariff are doubly 
welcome. They were described by Mr. 
Dunning, the Minister of Finance, in his 
Budget speech, as the expression of the 
spirit in which Canada will approach the 
coming Imperial Conference, and are de- 
signed, he said, simultaneously to serve 
the best interests of the Canadian people, 
and to enable Canadians to buy freely 
from those countries which buy most 
freely from Canada. 

‘He added a word of warning which 
British manufacturers will do well to take 
to heart. © More British goods, he said, 
could undoubtedly be sold in Canada, but 
the British seller, even with the advan- 
tage of preference, must seek the buyer 
through sales and service’ organisations 
comparable with those of his competitors.

She 
added that she supposed that, as women in 
public life might bring a new point of view.

Referring to their guest, the Chairman said 
that she had fifteen years’ experience of work 
on the Liverpool County Council and took a 
prominent part in the women’s suffrage move- 
ment.

IN TIMES OF COMMOTION. 

Miss Rathbone, who was very , cordially 
received, said that it was the first time for 
ten eventful” years that she had been in 
Dublin. She went on io speak on the subject 
of women in public life, and said that the 
women’s movement had made remarkable 
progress during the last quarter of a century. 
Ten years ago the women got partial en- 
franchisement in England; to-day they had 
full enfranchisement. In Ireland they got 
full enfranchjsement before they in England 
did. The Jrish Free State in a time of com- 
motion gave full equality of rights to women 
voters. It was nearly always in times of 
actual commotion that reforms were obtained. 
| The task of women was not yet done, she 
went en, and all women were needed to take 
part in the struggle. Among other reforms 
she mentioned the question of widows’ 
pensions, saying that in England they found 
that Act of enormous good to thousands of 
women. The great matter which they had to 
consider was how they could make the 
influence of women in public life tell in the 
interests of the community as a whole.

The culminating point of the trouble 
which has been brewing in Worcester, a 
small Cape township, during the past year 
was reached this' afternoon. During a 
terrible fight between fourteen armed “ 
policemen and a horde of natives Captain 
Barter, Commandant of Police, was ' 
felled to the ground and his head cut open 
with an axe. Several constables were 
wounded. 

The police, on reaching the scene of the 
ficht in a street near the coloured location, 
were compelled to open fire to «protect 
Captain Barter. They were attacked li 
natives armed with knives, knobkerries, 
and, it is reported, firearms. 

Worcester was the scene of an ugly riot 
on April Sth, following on a police raid 
on a body oí illicit liquor traffickers in 
the native location.. On that occasion the 
police were obliged to fire shots in order 
to effect their withdrawal from the place 
with four men they had arrested. 


CAUSE OF THE OUTBREAK. 

The immédiate cause of to-day’s out- 
break was the action of Major Thomas, 
Chief of the Cape Town C,.1.D., who 
arrived ir Worcester during the week- 
end to investigate the native trouble here. 
He cleverly secured the arrest of a native 
whom he noticed earlier in the day load- 
ing a rifle at the African National Con- 
gress meeting. Two detectives whisked 
the native off in a motor car, while Major 
Thomas and another detective remained 
behind. They were, however, set upon by 
natives, and had to take refuge in a 
neighbouring house, eventually escaping 
amid a shower of stones. 

Later in the afternoon fourteen armed 
constables ard five detectives arrived in 
the location, where the natives were fight- 
ing among themselves. While effecting an 
arrest Constable Waters was stabbed in 
the ribs, His assailant was shot dead. 


NATIVE WOMAN WITH KNIFE, 

Then Captain Barter was struck “down 
with an axe. Major Thomas shot down 
the man who wielded the axe, but a native 
woman slashed Barter’s throat~- with a 
knife. The police then opened fire, bus 
were compelled to retreat among a crowd 
of wailing native women seeking their 
dead and injured. 

Remarkable escapes were recorded, 
notable among them being that of Con- 
stable Steyn, who was stabbed over the 
heart, but was saved by his stout leather 
pocket book, which was transfixed by the 
knife. The skin was only scratched. 

Innumerable offers of assistance have 
been receivod from civilians, but they 
have been declined by the police. The 
police estimate that seven non-Europeans 
were killed. 


THE CASUALTIES. 
Later. 

Reuter'’s Correspondent accompanied the 
special medical officer into the location 
this evening. It was ascertained that four 
coloured persons and one native had been 
killed and seventeen injured. The trouble 
was caused by a mob of drink-maddened 
coloured people, not by the natives. 

The location is now quiet, but the local 
police, many of them with bandazeg 
heads, are standing by, fully arnred, 
awaiting reinforcements.

FRUIT-GROWING IN . IRELAND, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR —Ín your issue of the Ist May you 
give, under’ “News from All Ireland,” a 
suggestion that the County Louth farmers, 
who are hit by the “failure: to sell their 
potatoes, ought to start fruit-growing. From 
time to time I see farmers and others urged 
to grow fruit, and the district inspectors 
under the Department. are very. active, and 
give a great deal of help to growers, showing 
them how to plant and,treat the trees after- 
wards. One is led to believe that, once you 
pay Ss. or 6s..for a fruiting tree, there is a 
sure. profit ahead, if you keep your trees 
clean by spraying and pruning in the correct 


ay. 

‘Nobody is told’ what this costs, or how 
often you should spray,. For instance, the 
Department recommend that trees in bud 
should be sprayed: before the bloom opens, 
and again .a fortnight later, when the bloom 
is set; and very.often a third spraying 1s 
necessary to destroy caterpillar. | Another 
spraying is also absolutely necessary in the 
winter, if the trees are.to. be. kept clean arid 
free from fungus (moss). and ‘insect. pests, 
some of. which tay their eggs in the bark— 
there are ten or twelve different insects to 
be: dealt with by the different sprays—and 
the fruit. free from’ canker, mildew, brown 
rot, scab and several. other: diseases. 

All. this has to be paid for by the growers, 
both for spray. material and. labour, eyen. if 
it is your own time. Without any extrava- 
gance you can spend from, £4 to an acre 
on your orchard, and this is only barely doing 
what: is necessary and what the Department 
approve of. Then’ you are left to ‘* paddle 
your own canoe,” The Department evidently 
think that all they are. bound *to do.is ta 
encourage fruit-growing; and show’ you how 
to keep your trees clean, ‘at’ your own ex- 

nee... You send your. apples to market, 
ahd you compete with produce from all parts 
of the world, which is bad enough; but you 

often hava the ..markete. 


home-grown windfalls and .scabby- apples, 
packed anyhow and not graded. ‘The 
majority of the general public buy this stuff, 
because it is cheap, and the Department are 
too thin-skinned to make a stand on behalf 
of the minority. | 

If I am wrong in this, I apologise, but, in 
doing so, I demand to know why we are en- 
couraged to gtow fruit ‘and spend. money, 
and then get no protection. I have every 
fruit-grower in the South of Ireland behind 
me in this. I have urged the Department 
and their inspector to take this up, as they 
have done eggs, and give growers a chance 
to show what Ireland can do. We have soil 
and climate, which, with oy own energy, 
is all that.is required. I have a ten-acre 
orchard that I have pruned, sprayed and 
top-dressed with phosphate and potash, under 
Department inspection, which I intend to root 
up and put in grass unless the Department 
get a move on and’ do their duty. Nobody 
ought to plant more trees than he requires 
for his own consumption until. the Depart- 
ment. give solid proof of their intention to 
protect apple-growers.—Yours, etc.,

At the members’ breakfast, held in the 
Zoological. Gardens, Dublin, last Saturday, 
fifty-one members and their guests were 
present.

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW.

MOP -CONFIDENT TONE, 


(From Uur CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Business in the provision trade continues 
on the quiet side. While the reduction in 
the Bank Rate, coupled with increasing con- 
fidence in the future, is causing a better tone 
to prevail, there continues to be considerable 
hesitation about entering into speculative 
business, despite easier monetary conditions, 
So far as bacon is concerned, a rather sharp 
decline is reported in Irfeh, which is about 
10s. per cwt lower, but quotations for this 
class are relatively high as compared with 
Continental, Danish and Swedish showing a 
reduction of 4s. to 5s, and Dutch 4s. per cwt. 
lower. According to reports from Denmark, 
the Northern markets are somewhat irregular, 
and Baltic and Polish cures meet a slow 
demand. It is also reported that Danish 
factories have reduced their pig purchasing 
prices. \ quieter feeling is reported in 
butter, and, although the Danish official 
quotation is unchanged at 223 kroner per 100 
kilos, Continental makes, at the time of 
writing, could hardly be described as strong. 
But, as predicted in our report of last week, 
New Zealand is now on a parity with Danish. 
There is little change to note in Irish 
creameries, which are still nominal, Liverpool 
evidently taking the bulk of the present 
supply. So far as eggs are concerned, there 
is little alteration in the position, Irish 
dominating the situation in this centre. The 
Manchester Grocers’ Exhibition is attracting 
much attention, and the exhibits of the Irish 
Free State are causing much interest. These 
are of a very varied character, and range 
principally from butter, bacon, eggs, cereals, 
and last, but not least, whiskey and beer. 
In conversation with the representative at 
this stand, he took a very optimistic view of 
the position, in view of the inquiries he had 
received by visitors, both private and con- 
nected with the trade, who had questioned 
him regarding the produce which was ex- 
hibited. Questioned with regard to the 
marking of eggs, the representative said that, 
although in some quarters this was resented 
to a certain «xtent, when it had been in 
operation a short time it proved a blessing in 
disguise ; as, coupled with the close inspection 
by the Government in the Irish Free State, 
this was a guarantee of quality, and 
had resulted in an _ increased demand 
by the English housewife. This was 
evidenced by the marked increase in 
shipments. According to a report published 
bv the International Institute of Agriculture, 
the United Kingdom receives over two- 
thirds of Danish prodrvee, more than 
three-fourths of those from Australia and 
New Zealand, and practically the whole of 
the exports from the Argentiné and the Irish 
Free State; on the other hand, only a small 
quantity of Dutch butter is sent to the 
United Kingdom. 

‘At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday there 
was a slight increase in the number of both 
Irish fat and dairy cattle. Taken all round, 
a steady trade was experienced at late rates; 
sheep ruled firm, but spring lamb was easier 
owing to increased numbers; a shipment of 
98 Irish lambs was reported, but, as these 
were sold before reaching the market, no 
quotation was obtainable, Weather condi- 
tions have been by no means favourable to 
‘the pig trade, but supply and demand at 
the Manchester Pig Market during the past 
week has been on a moderate scale. At the 
Manchester Dead Meat Market business 
opened on the quiet side. Comparatively little 
change was reported in home-killed, but with 
smaller pitchings imported closed steadier.

The pro- 
posed expenditure of two million pounds 
on the construction of piers, wharves, rail- 
ways, warehouses, etc., at Cuskinny, a 
short distance from Queenstown, was based 
on a problematical trade, the realisation 
of which would appear very remote. That, 
at any rate, was the opinion of the 
majority of the members present at the 
last meeting of the Board, when it was 
decided by a two-to-one majority not to. 
take any further action regarding the 
project. | 

. As was pointed out by the Chairman of 
the Board, Mr. Richard Wallace, a few 
days ago, the Commissioners have had 
ample time to consider whether or not a 
large scheme of construction such as that 
suggested was required. Would they, he 
asked, in their private capacities, feel 
justified in mortgaging their present 
revenue to meet the expenditure on a 
speculative venture? At the Lower Harbour, 
the site of the proposed work, they had 
at present a Jarge area of deep water, with 
every accommodation for vessels of all 
sizes, together with storage and transport 
facilities at the quayside. These resources 
were not taxed to any extent, and they 
were not pressed for additional accom- 
modation at that point.

GOOD WORK FOR THE DRAMA.

THE RIVAL PORTS. 


It is evident that the significance of the 
recent despatch of American mails by the 
Free State postal authorities through 
Galway in preference to Queenstown has 
been greatly exaggerated. It cannot be 
gainsaid that Galway’s bid for trade as a 
trans-Atlantic port lias afiected Cork 
| Harbour, but there is little foundation for 

the suggestion that there is considerable 
alarm in Cork regarding the development 
of the western port. On the contrary, the 
universal opinion in shipping circles here 
is that, because of the long detour involved 
in 1 at Galway, the southern port 
Wi inue to retain its supremacy as 
a port of call for American liners. 

The situation was discussed at a recent 
meeting of Queenstown Urban District 
Council when Mr. J. Fitzgerald raised 


to Galway of mails that should 
ordinarily pass through their port.’’ He 
urged that a loss of time was entailed in 
the despatch of mails through the western 
port, and argued that Cork Harbour was 
the natural port for trans-Atlantic trade 
with this country. On his suggestion a 
deputation was appointed to. wait upon 
the local representatives of the shipping 
companies concerned to place before them 
the advantages of their port in this con- 
nection. 

The matter seems to be one for con- 
sultation with the postal authorities 
rather than with the shipping companies. 
They are in control of the mails, and it 
ia, only natural that where they can secure 
better.or more expeditious despatch from 
Galway they shall avail of it.
